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Advantages of Buying and Planting Trees in the Fall 


EK CONSIDER it very important that one buy and order all fruit trees to be delivered in 
the Fall. There is more time all around, at that time of the year for the Nurserymen as 
well as the Farmer and Fruit Grower, and you can take care of stock, just as well if not 
better than the Nurserymen by healing in your trees over winter. 

For this work select a place where water does not accumulate. When you receive 
notice that the stock has been shipped, dig a trench the length of the trees, a few inches 
deep for the tops of the trees, slanting down to the north about two feet deep for the 
roots, and wide enough so that all the trees may be placed in the trench without crowd- 
ing them too much. For a hundred trees a trench three feet wide and six feet long is 
about right. 

When the trees arrive, unpack at once, prune the roots slanting so that the trees will 
stand on the cut part of the root when planted, to insure a downward growth of the new 
roots. Cut off all broken parts of the roots. Now place the trees in the trench, which 
ought to be a little deeper just where the roots come, so that they will not be injured. 
When you have put in about five or six trees, throw a little dirt on 

them, between the roots. Above the first tier of trees you can place 

on more. When all trees are in the trench, shovel some more ground 
on the roots until all are well covered. 

The stock is now well healed in and will come out of its winter 
quarters full of sap ana vigor, and ready to start into active growth at 
once. 

The great advantage of buying trees in the fall, which we must not 
lose sight of, is that we have our trees on hand in the spring to plant 
just as soon as the frost is out of the ground. 


Planting Trees in the Fall 


Fall is the best season for transplanting all hardy varieties of trees 
and plants. After planting the trees make a mound of earth a little 
higher than the surface, to let the water flow off, and then put on a 
mulch about a foot deep when the ground freezes up. 

If you compare the growth of a fall set tree with that of a spring 
set tree, if you think of the consequent success in the one case and the 
frequent failures in the other, the great advantage of Fall planting will 
be evident to you. 

It is our experience, running back over twenty-four years, that trees 
so planted will not fail to make a growth of from two to three feet the 
first season. 

Moreover when ordering is deferred until Spring it is apt to be for- 
gotten in the rush of other work. . 

The sooner you plant the sooner you will derive the benefit and enjoy 
the fruit of your own planting.
